G.S.R. 871 :—^In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the f onstliuiion and 111 superseswion of 
the Planning Commission (Senior Attendant and Junior Attendant in the Computer Services Division of the Programme Evaluation

1. Short title and commencement.—(l)Dtese Rules may be called the Planning Commission, Computer Services Division (Senior

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the OflBcial Gazette, 

2. Number of posts, Classification and Scale of pay.—The number of the .said posts, their classification and the scale of pay atta* 
ched thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these lules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, other qualifications, etc.—The method of recruitraent to the said posts, age limit, quali¬ 
fications and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 lo 14 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification,— No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, 01 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Ih-ovided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is pjimlssible unJii Ih; panonal lav^’ applicable to 
cuch person and the other parly to the marriage and that there are other grounds for sodoing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by ^ order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class or category of persons. 

b. .Saving,—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age-limit and other concessions required to be pro¬ 
vided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-Scrviccmen and other special categories of jrersons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 872.—In exercise of the power* conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Indian Legal Service Rules, 1957, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Legal Service 
(Second Amendment) Rules, 1987. 

(2) Diey shall come into force On the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In rule 7 of the Indian Legal Service Rules, 1957. in 
sub-rule (1) for clauses (a), (b), (c) and (d), the foil wing 
clauses .shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(a) to a duty post in Grade 7, imlc.-.s he holds a Degree 
in Law of a recognised University or equivalent 
and unless he has been a member of the Indian 
Civil Service permanently allotted to the-judiciary 
or of a State Judicial- Service for a period of not 
less than sixteen years or has teld a superior post 
in the legal department of a State for a period of 
not less than .sixteen years or is a Central Govern¬ 


ment servant who has had experience in legal affair* 
for not less than sixteen years ; 

(b) to n duty post in Grade If, unless he holds * 
Degree in Law of a [ecogiiiscd Unlvct*ily or 
equivalent and unless he has been a member of a 
State Judicial Service for a period of not lexs than 
thirteen years or has held a .superior post in the 
Legal department of a State for a period of not 
leas than thirteen years or i* a Central Government 
servant who has had experience in legal affair* 
for not less than thirteen year.s or is a qualified 
legal practitioner ; 

(c) to a duty post in Grade III, unless he holds a 
Dcg/ee in Law of a recognised University or 
equivalent and unless he has been a member of a 
Slate Judicial Service for a period of not less than 
ten years or has held a superior post in the legal 
department of a State for a period of not kis 
than ten years or is a Central Government servant 
who has had experience in legal Affairs for not 
les-S than ten years or nosseises a Master’s Degree 
in Law and has had teaching or research experience 
in Law for not less than eight years or Is a quali¬ 
fied legal practitioner of not less than 35 years;
